thousands upon thousands of the 
firstborn of the Egyptians. It 
was an hour of darkness, -judg- 
ment, calamity, weeping and cry- 
ing, the like of which had never 
before occurred in Egypt. It was 
an hour of God’s fury and wrath 
upon sin, wickedness and rebel- 
lion. 


It was at midnight when a 
baby boy was kidnapped during 
the reign of Solomon. In I Kings 
3:20 we read, “And she arose at 
midnight, and took my son...” 
Yes, a little baby boy was stolen 
at the .nidnight hour and Solo- 
mon demonstrated his God-given 
wisdom in restoring the stolen 
child to his rightful mother. 

Great things happened at mid- 
night in the city of Philippi when 
two God-anointed and God-ap- 
pointed evangelists went there for 
a revival. The Scripture tells us, 
“And at midnight Paul and Silas 
prayed, ang sang praises unto 
God: and the prisoners heard 
them” (Acts 16:25). Yes, at mid- 
night two preachers who could 
not be scared out of preaching 
the truth; two preachers who 
were more concerned about at- 
tacking sin and wickedness than 
about being nice and tactft] and 
diplomatic; two preachers who 
wanted souls to be saved even at 
the cost of their life’s blood, sang 
and prayed. At midnight God 
sent an earthquake and scared a 
jailer out of Hell (and incidentally 
scared Hell out of the jailer) and 


‘gaved his whole family. 


Many interesting things must 
have happened to Paul at mid- 
night. In Acts 20:7 we are told, 
“Paul preached unto them... and 
continued his speech until mid- 
night.” Paul was somewhat long- 
winded and so preacheg that night 
until midnight. One young man 
sitting in a window got tired of 
listening to the sermon, went to 
sleep, fell out of the window and 
killed himself, and had to be re- 
stored to life. People have gone 
to sleep listening to much better 
preachers than I am! 

This parable of the ten virgins 
seems to indicate that the com- 
ing of the Lord can be looked 
upon as a midnight event—not 
necessarily midnight as far as 
the hours of the solar day are de- 
termined, for the’ Bible plainly 
teaches that “no man knoweth 
the day nor the hour wherein the 
Son of man cometh.” It certainly 
will not ‘be a midnight hour for 
the church but rather an hour 
long awaited, an hour of glad re- 
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- | souls, 


union, of resurrection and of the 
dawning of a new and happy 
day. But midnight is an hour of 
crisis an hour which denotes 
deadline and finality. It is the 
hour in which many criminals are 
put to death on the gallows, or in 
the electric chair, or in the gas 
chamber. The coming of Jesus 
Christ back to earth will certainly 
be an hour of deadline and Crisis 
and finality as far as the sinner 
is concerned. It will be the hour 
of deadline as far as the pleading 
of the Holy Spirit, the prayers of 
God's .saints for sinners,’ the 
preaching of the gospel of grace 
is concerned. Oh, Sinner! Don’t 
stay out of the kingdom of God 
until after midnight! 

Now will you notice four things 
about these virgins. 


I. All Ten of Them Finally 
Went to Sleep Before the 
Bridegroom Came 


All ten of the virgins were 
Jesus was coming: “While the 
bridegroom tarried, they all slum- 
bered and slept” (vs. 5). The five 
foolish were asleep and the -five 
wise were also asleep. The five 
foolish were unsaved, the five wise 
were saved, but even the saved 
were slumbering when the bride- 
groom. came. This is a picture 
of the church just before and at 
the time of the coming of Christ. 
When Jesus comes, He will find 
many Christians asleep. 

What a picture of the church — 
sleepy, drowsy, slumbering! Not 
awake, not alert, not on the job 
for Jesus. Jesus will find many, 
many Christians who are not 
putting ‘forth the slightest bit of 
effort to win souls. Many do not 
pray, do not weep over sinners, do 
not warn them of judgment and 
Hell, do not give time nor money 
to win them. When he comes, He 
will find many of His own \who 
are hot sensitive to sin; theg do 
not hate it, they do not weep and 
mourn over the sinfulness of(/the 
times and are not at all distufbed 
that thousands of souls are perish- 
ing. 

Many preachers do not warn 
people, do not lift up their voices 
like a trumphet and cry aloud 
against sin in the lives of both 
Saved and unsaved. I fear that 
the blame for much of the cold- 
ness, backsliding and sleeping on 
the part of many of God’s people 
can be placed upon the preachers 
of our nation. The preacher is 
supposed to be God’s watchman, 
God’s shepherd, God’s voice to the 
people. Oh, for a revival in our 
pulpits that will awaken and alert 
both preacher and people! Uncle 


‘| Bud Robinson used to say, “Where 


you find icebergs in the pew, you 
usually fing a polar bear in the 
pulpit’! May God givé to us 
preachers a heart to agonize, 
travail and wait upon Him in long 
hours of prayer that we might 
experience a mighty awakening 
before Jesus comes. God help us 
to be more concerned over re- 
vivals and the souls of men than 
over program and ceremony and 
denominationalism. Just as Peter, 
James and John slept while Jesus 
wept and prayed, so many today 
are asleep while the heart of God 
breaks over a lost world. 

Many Christians say, “Well, I 
am saved and I'll be caught up 
when Jesus comes, whether I am 
separated from the world or filled 
with the Spirit or not.” What a 
cheap, sinful attitude to take! 


you see Him! You will he 
ashamed and embarrassed at His 
coming. “And now, little children, 
abide in him; that, when he shall 
appear, we may have confidence, 
and not be ashamed before him at 
his coming” (I John 2:28). If 
Jesus comes and finds you en- 
tangled in unholy, worldly ailli- 
ances, you will be embarrassed. 
If He comes and you meet Him 
empty handed, having won no 
you will be ashamed. If 
He finds you prayerless and cold 
and indifferent, you will be 
ashamed before Him. I feel that 
the same broxkenhearted, burdened, 
travailing Christ who sweated 
blood as He agonized in Geth- 
semane looks today with a broken

It. The Five Foolish Girls Had 
No Oil in Their Lamps 


They did carry lamps; that is, 
they professed to be saved, pro- 
fessed to be waiting for Jesus to 
come, but there was no oil in their 
lamps. They even lighted their 
lamps when the cry was made that 
the bridegroom was coming, but 
the lamps only flicuered and the 
flame soon began to die down and 
go out. They cried, “Give us of 
your oil; for our lamps are going 
out. All they had when the bride- 
groom came was an empty lamp, 
an empty profession. When the 
coming of Christ put their re- 
ligion to the test, it wouldn’t stand 
the test. They might have been 
church members but. they were 
lost! No Spirit, no life, no 
reality, no Christ! Just an empty, 
shallow profession and nothing 
more. Only God knows how true 
this is of many who today claim to 
be Christians. They have nothing 
to lean on but church member- 
ship, or some good work or creed, 
or a church ordinance. 


Oil is arysymbol of the Holy 
Spirit, and the Bible plainly 
teaches that we must be born of 
the Spirit in order to get into 
God’s family. “Except a man be 
born of water and of the Spirit, 
he cannot enter into the kingdom 
of God” (John 3:5). “If any man 
have not the Spirit of Christ’ he 
is none of his’”’ (Rom. 8:9). “Not 
by works of righteousness which 
we have done, but according -.to 
his mercy he saved us, by the 
washing of xegeneration, and re- 
newing of the Holy Ghost” (Titus 
3:5). So it is plain to be seen 
from the Scripture that only the 
person who is indwelt by the 
Holy Spirit is actually saved and 
ready ‘for the coming of Jesus. 
There are some who are hypo- 
critical about this matter. They 
profess to be saved when they well 
know they are not.. They are try- 
ing to hide a wicked and sinful 
heart with an empty, flickering, 
dying lamp cf profession. How- 
ever, therc are millions perhaps 
who are not hypocritical but who 
really think they are saved but 
are not. They have been deceived 
and mislead by blind leaders. 
“There is a way which seemeth 


right unto a man, but the end 


thereof are the ways of death” 
(Prov. 16:25), Oh friend, may God 
help you to search your heart! 
Let there be no doubt, no con- 
fusion, no mistake about this 


matter of being saved. 


Ill. The Five Foolish Girls 
Faced a Closed Door 
“And while they went to buy, 
the bridegroom came; and they 
that were ready went in with him 
to.the marriagy. and the door 
was shut” (Matt. 25:10). They 
had waited too late! The door to 
the kingdom was shut in their 
face and they were on the out- 
No amount of pleading and 
crying could cause the door to be 
opened. They had crossed the 
deadline! They had stayed out 
after midnight and now are lost 

forever. 

‘ The antediluvians also made 
the tragic mistake of staying out 
too late. God looked upon their 
wickedness and lust ang said, “My 
spirit shall not always strive with 
man, for that he also is flesh: 
yet his days shall be an hundred 
and twenty years” (Gen. 6:3). 
God said, “I will destroy man 
whom I have created from the 
face of the earth” (Gen. 6:7). 
When God lookeg upon the vio- 
lence, immorality and rebellion of 
Noah’s generation, what He saw 
“grieved him at his heart.” God 
said, I am sorry I ever made 
man. “He is so wicked; his 
thoughts, purposes, desires, acts 
are all evil before me continually.’ 
But even in the judgment of the 
flood God’s grace anq mercy 
shine forth. God said that it 
would, be yet a hundred and 
twenty years before judgment 
came. During that one hundred 
and twenty years Noah faithfully 
declared God’s message. People 
had time to repent, to turn to 
God and be saved, but they did 
not want to be ‘saved. They 
loved and enjoyed their _ sin. 
When the ark was completed and 
the hour of deadline and crisis 
had arrived, God said, “Noah, 
Come thou and all thy house into 


the ark; for thee have I seen 


righteous before me in this gener- 
ation” (Gen. 7:1). Then God 
Himself shut the door. We read, 
“And they that went in, went in 
male and female of all flesh, as 
God had commanded him: and 
the Lord shut him in” (Gen. 7: 
16). When God shut that door it 
sealeg the eternal doom of that 
wicked generation of people. 
They had waited too late. The 
door of Heaven was closed in their 
faces. They had _ crosséd the 
deadline! They had stayed out 
until after midnight. 


Millions have made this mis- 


take. They have procrastinated, 
have put off the _ all-important 
matter of being saved. God 
pleads with sinners, “Come NOW, 


and let us reason together, saith 
the Lord: though your sins be as 
scarlet, they shall be as white as 
snow; though they be red like 
crimson, they shall be as wool” 


(Isa. 1:18). The psalmist said, 
“I thought on my ways, and 
turned my feet unto thy _ testi- 


monies. I made haste, and de- 
layed not to keep thy -command- 
ments” (Psa. 119:59, 60). 

How well do I remember an 
incident that took place when I 
was about fourteen years of age. 
At that time I was attending a 
rural high school about twelve 
miles from the farm where I lived. 
Spring had come and school was 
soon to be over. 


mer and winter—to catch the 
school bus, then ride about twelve 
miles. That year I was finish- 
ing the ninth grade and naturally 
felt quite educated! When the 
last day of school arrived, I was 
certainly happy. We were. to 
have some _ special exercises; it 
was to be a big day. I wouldn't 
have missed it for anything. 

But that morning I failed to 
watch the clock and the _ time 
slipped by before I knew it. When 
I realized it was getting late I 
ran out of the house and down 
the railroad track for over a mile 
to the highway where I was to 
catch the bus. There is little 
doubt in my mind but that I set 
a new world’s record that morn- 
ing for running the mile, but, of 
course, that is unofficial! When 
I finally came to the highway, I 
looked down the.road and saw the 
bus going away from me. Fran- 
tically I waved my arms and 
screameg to the top of my voice, 
but to no avail. I was left be- 
hind! I was too late! I missed 
the last day of school and my 
heart -was' broken. Slowly. I 
walked back home with tears 
streaming down my cheeks. I 
kept repeating to myself, ‘Too 
late”! “Too late’! 

Friend, don’t delay any longer. 
Settle this matter today. Don’t 
stay out of the kingdom until it 
is too late. When Jesus comes 
and the door is shut, your hope of 
being saved will forever be gone. 


IV. These Five Foolish Girls 
-Faced an Awful Indictment; 
“I Never Knew Yow’’ 


-Even though these five virgins 
hag carried their lamps and had 
pretended to be ready’ and wait- 
ing for the coming of the Lord, 
Jesus said, “I never knew you.” 
They had associated with the 
five virgins who were saved and 
ready for the coming of Jesus, but 
they were not saved and-not ready 
and so they lost their souls and 
went to Hell. Jesus plainly de- 
clares that many religious people 
shall be fooled, deceived and Shall 
miss Heaven. In Matthew 7:21- 
23 we read: 


me, Lord, Lord, shall enter into 


that deeth the will of my Father 
which is in heaven. Many will 
say to me in that day, Lord, Lord, 
have we not prophesied in thy 
name? and in thy name have cast 
out devils? and in thy name done 
many wonderful works? And 
then will I profess unto them, 
I never knew you: depart from 
‘me, ye that work iniquity.” 

Some shall preach, some shall 
sing, some shall cast out devils, 
some shall do many seemingly, 
wonderful things, yet shall have 
nothing but an empty profession 
and shall hear Jesus say when He 
comes, “I never knew you.” It 
is a dangerous thing to make a 
profession and yet not have real 
faith in the Lord Jesus Christ as 
your Saviour. May God search

wonderful thing He ever did. If 
Wwe marvel at the cross when we 
gee Him give his life away for 
the world, then we must stand 
in awe at the tomb when we see 
that He has risen from death 
unto life again. 


The wars Of the world are won, 
not in the first battle nor the 
second, nor the third, but in the 
final battle. Abraham Lincoln’s 
life was filled with defeats. He 
ran for a half dozen offices and 
lost every race. But he won the 
final victory and became the Presi- 
dent of the United Stattes. 


When you look at the life of 
Jesus it seems to be filled with 
defeats. When you see them drive 
Him out of their cities, you feel 
that He is defeated. When you 
see Him weeping over Jerusalem, 
you feel that He is defeated. When 
you. see wicked men plot His 
death, you feel that He is de- 
feated. When He prays in Geth- 
semane, you feel that -.He is de- 
feated ....

He has won over every enemy, 
even the last enemy, death. Never 
again can Jesus be counted among 
the defeated. His resurrection 
climaxed every Hine: that He ever 
did. 


2. His resurrection proved the 
truth of everything that He ever 
said. 


He made some extravagant 
statements while He was here, but 
when He arose from the grave 
He proved that He could. keep 
every promise that He ever made. 
He said that if any man would 
come unto Him, He would save 
him and take him to Heaven, and 
that was a Big claim. He stood 
one day and said, “Come unto 
me, all ye that labour and are 
heavy laden, and I will give you 
rest.” That, too, was a big claim. 
He said that if any man would 
put Him first, He would. give 
that man 
needed, and that was a big claim. 
He saig that if a man asked Him 
for guidance, He would give him 
wisdom liberally and freely, and 
that was a big claim. But then 
one day He made the biggest 
claim of all—He said,. ‘Destroy 
this temple, and in three days I 
will raise it up.” They tore down 
that temple upon the cross, but 
in three days. He had built it 
back again. I tell you, a Sav- 
four who can do that can do any- 
thing. You can put your trust 
in Him and He will never let you 
down. : 

S. His resurrection transformed 
the disciples’ life. 

They had been a group of 
cowards, but now since. their 
leader had done such a wonderful 
thing, some of His resurrection 
power entered into them. The 
cowards became brave as lions 
and they faceq a frowning world, 
and counted not their lives dear 
unto themselves. They gave those 
lives away and turned the world 
upside down for God. 


Peter was one of them. A little

_ (1) He lives to save us. We 


are sinners, we are lost and un-. 
Aone, ‘we ace dead in our sins 


and a dead man cannot save us 
and lift us up. But we know 
that bécause of the resurrection 
we have a living God who can 
save us from our sins. 


Here is a man walking in the 
way of sin. -His life is lived upon 
the lowest level of evil. But one 
day something happens to him. 
Life is all changed and he be- 
comes a good man. And then 
one day he dies and goes to live 
forever with Christ on high. Did 
he do that by himself? No, it 
took a living Saviour to save 
him. 


(2) He lives to comfort us. A 
deag man cannot speak comfort 
tc our aching hearts, but a man 
who has been through all the sor- 
rows of earth and the grave and 
who has risen from that grave 
can heal every wound that we 
will ever have. Are you. heavy- 
hearted today? Have you lost a 
lovéd one? Does grief surround 
your life? Then come unto Him 
and say unto Him, “O, thou great 
Saviour, Thou who has suffered 
more than. anyone, help me and 
comfort me!” And I tell you 
that He will put His loving arms 
around you ang give you_ the 


comfort and peace that passeth|, | 


all understanding. 


(3) He lives to intercede for us. 
He stayed in the world for a 
while and then He went home to 
the Father, He is there by God’s 
side today. He intercedes for us 


Father. We do not need an earth- 
ly high priest today, we dd not 
need any human _§$ intermediary 
between us and God. We can go 
right to the heart of God through 
Jesus Christ our risen Saviour. 
“For He ever liveth to make in- 
tercession for us.” 


(4) He lives to come after us 
some day. In John 14:3, 4.He 
says, “I go to prepare a place 
for you. And if I go to prepare 
a place for you, I will come 
again, anq receive you unto my- 
self; that where I am, there ye 
may be also.” He left this world 
from the Mount’ of Olives, 
ascending to the Father in a 
cloud. And the men in white 
standing there said unto the disci- 
ples, “Ye men of Galilee, why 
stand ye gazing up into heaven? 
this same Jesus, which is taken 
up from you into heavén, shall 
so come in like manner._as ye 
have seen him go into heaven.” 
He is coming back some day. Are 
you ready for that time? Are 
you living for Him? When the 
hour strikes and He comes. again, 
are you ready for His coming? 

(5) He lives to reign forever 
and ever. Many of the Olq Tes- 
tament prophets tell us that He 
would reign as a King forever. 
He did not reign upon a throne 
when He was ‘here in: the world 
. He ig not reigning now. Sa- 
tan, the prince of the powers of 
the air, is ruling the things of 
this world and you can see what 
a mess he has made of it. But 
one day after Jesus takes us to 
Heaven He will come back to the 


upon the earth for a thousand 
years and in the New Jerusalem 
He will reign forever and ever. 


Il. Now Let Us Look at Our 
Resurrection 

I am speaking now of 
resurrection of Christians. 

1. When shall we be raised? 

We shall be raiseq when Jesus 
comes back in the air. We read 
in I Thessalonians 4:16, “For the 
Lord himself shall descend from 
heaven with a shout, with the 
voice of the archangel, and with 
the trump of God: and the dead 
in Christ shall rise first.’’ 


the 


Jesus is in Heaven now, but 
at that time the heavens will 
open and He will burst out of the 
blue. He will linger in the air, 
He will give a shout, and all the 
Christians ‘everywhere will rise 
up to meet Him. All those who 
are dead will come up out of 
their graves, and all those who 
are living will be caught up to 
meet Him. 


Now when will this take place? 
We do not know, but the time 
may be nearer than we think. All 
the prophecies concerning the 
times before the coming of Christ 
have been fulfilled:” There is 
nothing between us and His com- 
ing now except the filling up of 
the body of Christ. Then He will 
come for His people. 


When you think of all the plans 
and the dreams that you have 
for yourself and for, your loved 
anes, you say that you do not 
want Him to come’ so soon. But 


He comes, you would welcome 
the time. His plans and His 
dreams are a million times more 
wonderful for us than any plans 
and dreams that we have for our- 
selves, 


John stood upon ‘the Isle of 
Patmos and God pulled back the 
curtain of eternity and allowed 
him to look into the heavenly 
City. The things that he saw 
there were so wonderful and 
beautiful and attractive that he 
cried out, “Even so, come, Lord 
Jesus.” If-we knew exactly what 
was there for us as he knew, we, 
too, would be praying for the 
coming of our Saviour. 


Now, how shall we be raised? 
It will not be through any power 
of our own, but through the 
power of Christ. You tell your 
loved one good-by and as you see 
him lying still in the casket you 
realize that there is- no power 
there. You place that loved one 
in a grave and his body is soon 
corrupt and decayed. There is 
no power in that grave. But 
Christ has resurrection power and 
He will impart that power to all 
those who believe in Him and 
raise theni up on the wings of 
that power in that blessed day. 

2. What will happen to us 
when we are raised? 


(1) First, we shall be changed. 
First Corinthians 15:51-52 says, 
“Behold, I shew you a mystery; 
We shall not all sleep, but we 
shall all be changed, In a mo- 
ment, in the twinking of an eye,

Now to what will we be changed ? 
We get the answer from I John 
3:2 — “Beloved, now are we the 
sons of God, and it doth not yet 
appear what we shall be: but we 
know that, when he shall appear, 
we shall be like him; for we shall 
see him as he is.” 


It. will be wonderful to be like 
Jesus for then we will be sinless 
and perfect in mind and body and 
soul.

3. What about the resurrection 
of the Lost? 


After the millennium there will 
be a second .resurrection — a 
resurrection for the lost only. The 
Bible says, “Blessed and holy is 
he that hath part in the first 
resurrection.” (Rev. 20:6). But, 
oh how tragic it will be for those 
who have rejected Christ and who 
shall come forth in this second 
resurrection! 

(1) The lost will be brought up 
before the Great White Throne. 
They will not be brought there for 
condemnation — no, the Bible 
says that a man who rejects Christ 
is condemned already.

ready, but yonder at the Great 
White Throne the sentence will be 
carried out. ° 


(2) What 1s this sentence? They 
shall be cast into the lake of fire 
with the Devil and his angels. All 
through the Bible we are told of 
the penalty for sin. Now here we 
see the Great White Throne set up 
and Jesus, the Judge, is upon this 
throne. All the lost of all ages 
are gathered before Him’*— and 
then what happens? Read 
Revelations 20:15 — “And who- 
soever was not found written in 
the book of life was cast intq¢ the 
lake of fire.” 

The doom of a man is sealed 


when he comes to the Great 


‘White Throne, and whose. fault 


is it? It is not God’s fault for 
Gog called that man to repent of 
his sin. It is not Christ’s fault 
for Christ died yonder upon Cal- 
vary to save him. It is not the 
fault of the Holy Spirit for the 
Hely Spirit convicts him of his 
sin and pleads with him to come 
to Christ. It is not the fault of 
the Church for the Church brought 
the gospel to him.

Even a new convert can do it. 
How well I remember when I was 
fifteen years old and won my 
first convert, a boy about four- 
teen. Thank God/ he was happy, 
about it, too! I never shall for- 
get how he loved me. One day 
after both of us were men I went 
back to that little cow town where 
I grew up, to preach, and a tall, 
strong man came to me and said, 
“John, do you remember me?” 

I said, ‘Albert, is it you?” 

What a glaq meeting it was! 
Then he brought in his wife and 
Children to meet me, the man 
who had won him to Christ when 
I was fifteen years old and he 
was about fourteen.

We are glad to print this state- 
ment by the American Council of 
Christian Churches because -we 
believe it is a Scriptural state- 
ment on a very important matter. 
The statement follows: 

The American Council of Chris- 
tian Churches in annual session, 
Philadelphia, October 29, addresses 
itself, in the light of the historic 
Christian faith, to the recent 
action of the World Council of 
Churches in rejecting the ideology 
of capitalism: “Capitalism puts 
the emphasis upon freedom and 
promises that justice will follow 
as a by-product of free enterprise. 
That, too, is an ideology which 
has proved false.’’ This pronounce- 
ment indicates how far _ astray 
modernism and rationalism have 
led the churches, and the need for 
a twentieth century reformation 
to preserve not only the historic 
Gospel. but our free society. In 
view of the confusion produced by 
such a pronouncement, there .are 
certain basic, Biblical teachings 
our people should recall in order 
to realize that our free system of 
private enterprise, under which 
God has prospered us as no other 
nation, is based upon God- “given, 
Christian principles. 

I. The Individual 

Our people should remember 
that the individual is responsible 
to God in all that he is, has, and 
does. “Every one of us shall give 
account of himself to God” (Rom. 
14:12). This emphasis upon the 
individual demands that he be free 
to serve his God in allwspheres of 
life. In no way is the State to 
interfere or put restraints about 
him where this responsibility shall 
be compromised. The Worlf Coun- 
cil’s pronouncement is based upon 
the assumption that such indi- 
vidual freedom should no longer 
be permitted because it is un- 
just. Such freedom does permit 
an expression of greed and selfish- 
ness. by some, but the remedy is 
not to destroy the freedom of all. 
Freedom itself is not sinful or un- 
just. There must never be con- 
fusion between freedom and the

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sin in man’s heart, nor must 
freedom be blamed for the sin of 
man. 
II. Private Property 

Our people should recall that the 
Ten Commandments are the moral 
law which they should love and 
obey. This law protects our homes 
—“Thoy shait not commit adul- 
tery’; our lives—‘’Thou shalt not 
kill’; our good name—‘Thou shalt 
not bear false witness’; our 
property—‘“Thou shalt not steal.” 
This law presents a social order 
and is the foundation of our 
capitalistic system. The posses- 
sion of property and the use of 
it is capitalism. To attack such 
property concepts, as. socialism 
and communism do, is to attack 
God’s law, and brings the curse 
of enslavement. To plead “human 
rights” for the destruction of 
property rights is a non sequitor, 
for the right of property is a basic 
human right. The church, instead 
of denouncing our free system and 
calling the economic order of 
socialism “economic justice,” 
should be fortifying the founda- 
tions of freedom and exposing the 
multiplying tyrannies of socialism. 
Ill. The Profit Motive 


Our people- should recall that 
the responsibility- to get gain 
lawfully and to care for one’s own 


is laid upon each man. The 
Apostle Paul declared: “Let him 
that stole steal no more: but 


rather let him labour working 
with his hands the thing which is 
good, that he may have to give to 
him that needeth’ (Eph. 4:28). 
This is not the socialist principle, 
but the capitalist principle. The 
attack, in the name of religion, 
upon the profit motive denies the 
responsibility of the individual for 
himself. This profit motive, which 
is basic, may of course be accom- 
panied by various other motives. 


IV. Individual Judgment 


God’s judgments are certain in 
time and eternity. The violation 
of His Commandments brings 
misery and death. The securing 
of gain in unlawful ways in the 
sight of God has its eternal pun- 
ishment. “Go to now, ye rich 
men, weep and howl for your 
miseries that shall come upon 
you.... The hire of the labourers 
who have reaped down your fields, 
which is of you kept back by 
fraud, crieth: and the cries of 
them which have reaped are 
entered into the ears of the Lord 
of sabaoth” (Jas. 5:1, 4). The 
church, insteag of asking us to 
destroy our free system, should 
be preaching God’s Word to the 
nation and to the world, warning 
of such certain judgment at the 
hand of God who gave the Ten 
Commandments, the violation of 
which is sin. This compulsion 
leaves and protects liberty and is 
far greater than any socialist 
state which cannot reach the 


hearts of men, but only aggra- 


Our people must remember that™ 


vates and compounds the greed 
and lust of men. 
Vv. The Free State 

Our people should recall that it 
is the responsibility of the State 
to preserve, not to destroy, in- 
dividual liberty. The State is “the 
minister of God to thee for good. 
But if thoy do that which is evil, 
be afraid; for he beareth not the 
sword in vain: for he is the 
minister of God, a revenger to 
execute wrath upon him that doeth 
evil” (Rom. 13:4). This “good” is 
defined by God’s law, and this 
good inthe light of that law is 
“life, liberty, and the pursuit of 
happiness.” The.only restraints 
upon society which are justified 
are the restraints which keep peo- 
ple free. These may vary as 
society develops and moves on to 
greater material comforts and 
blessings, restraining. at one time 
monopolies in business and at 
another monopolies in labor. 

VI. Free Benevolences 


Our people should recall that 
God has “placed a_ responsibility 
upon each individual for steward- 
ship and free benevolence: ‘That 
he may have to give to him that 
needeth” (Eph. 4:28). To permit 
the State to assume responsibil- 
ity from the cradle to the grave 
for food, clothing,, housing, and 
health is to grant it the place of 
lord and master and to permit it 
to usurp the place that belongs to 
the Christian’s God. Such social- 
istic paternalism. produces serfs. 
No longer, in such a_ circum- 
stance, could the Christian say, 
“The Lord is my shepherd; I shall 
not want.” Free benevolence is 
an absolute necessity for the 
preservation of society, in need, 
health, and culture. When such 
Sources are dried up and the 
State assumes the_ responsibility, 
Socialist ang collectivist principles 
enter to possess the State. 

VIE. The Gospel of Grace 

Christians are to be the salt of 


the earth. The Gospel of Jesus 
Christ offers "to men a “new 
birth” and forgiveness of their

by the power of God, to love and 
to keep the commandments of the 
Lord. 


sins. 


It is impossible to preserve 


and maintain a free society with- 


out a vigorous, aggressive, evan- 


gelizing church. Our heritage of 
freedom is rooted in the churches 
which built our land. When 
churches turn aside to another 
message, the social gospel, which’ 
now reveals itself to be against: 
our free enterprise society, it igs, 
required that those churches re- 
maining by the historic doctrines 
declare the Gospel of grace that 
men may know that Christ died: 
for our sins and that by faith 
men may be saved—given a love 
for their fellow men and the gift 
of everlasting life. 


Vil. Prayer and Action 


We call upon God’s people to. 
join- in prayer to the Almighty 
that our nation shall be spared,. 
that Christian people of the land 
may see the peril,of such an at- 
tack upon capitalism and . shall 
not be deceived by the false slo- 
gan wherein the “kingdom of 
God” is offereq as the socialist 
system and men are made to be- 
lieve that freedom and socialism 
can be combined and freedom pre- 
served.. There can be no compro- 
mise with freedom: it is indivis- 
ible. It is the most priceless pos- 
session that we have upon the 
earth. Such an attack made upon 
it in the name of the church, in 
the hour when we are being at- 
tackeq as never before by the 
communistic revolutionary forces, 
calls for vigorous activity in mak- 
ing known the truth of God’s 
Word and the érror which would 
destroy our free society.

Dear Mrs. E : 
You were kind to write me and 
I will answer as clearly as I can. 


1. It is true that playing cards 
might in many cases be simply 
innocent squares of pastenoard. 
On the other hand, since regular 
playing cards are usually used 
for. gambling, whether playing 
poker or bridge for money or 


playing bridge for prizes, it is 


who should see those cards in 


your home would suppose that you 
gambled with them. ' And they 
would probably reason that if you 
played cards it would be all right 
for them to rlay bridge or poker. 
Or if they knew that gambling 
was wrong, it is nearly certain 
that .they, would think you were 
condoning gambling, and their 
confidence in your Christian life 
would be greatly shaken. So there 
are two Scriptures that would 
‘apply. The first is, “Abstain from 
all appearance of evil” (I Thess. 
5:22). Ang the other is in I Corin- 
thians 10:23-33, which I hope you 
wil] read carefully. You will see, 
then, that not all things which are 
lawful are expedient; that one 
must consider the conscience of 
weaker Christians as well as his 
own; that one must, whether he 
eats or drinks or whatever he does, 
do it to the glory of God, and 
that a Christian should be care- 
ful not to give an _é offense 
“neither to the Jews, nor to the 
Gentiles, nor to the church of 
God.” Each Christian must seek 
to profit others in such matters. 
I say with Paul, that “if meat 
make my brother to offend, I will 
eat no flesh while the world 
standeth, lest I make my brother 
to offend” (I Cor. 8:13). It can- 
not be denied that regular play- 
ing cards are constantly con- 
nected with gambling, and one 
who is against gambling should 
not let anything leave the im- 
pression on others that he favors 
gambling. 

It would be wrong for me to 
have whisky bottles sitting in my 
house even if I never drank, and 
I would not be willing to have even 
empty whisky bottles left about 
so that any one could misunder- 
stand my position. You see, you 
must consider not only yourself 
but others in the matter. 


2. You are afraid, you say, that 
“trivial issues” will turn people 
Actually, 
from long experience, in dealing 
‘with multiplied thousands of lost 
people and seeing thousands of 
them saved, I know that lost 
people are far more critical of 
Christians on these_ so-called 
“trivial” matters than Christians 
themselves generally think. And 
the Christians who are too large- 
hearted to trouble themselves 
about obeying the Bible and hon- 
oring Christ on smaller matters 
will find they do not have as 
much influence either with Chris- 
tians or. lost sinners. Believe me, 
dear sister, I know from long ex- 
perience. 


3. But if we displease every- 
body else in the world, we Chris- 
tians must still please the Lord 
Jesus. “You say, “I can’t believe 
that Jesus was concerned about 
the innocent games we mortals 
play. ..or what kind of clothes we 
drape around our bodies.” And 
you mention particularly whether 
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or not women should wear slacks 
or bob their hair, or whether 
Christians should play with play- 
ing cards. 

Dear friend, if you read the Bi- 
ble much you will certainly come 
to see that the Lord Jesus had 
it on His heart all the time to 
follow the Word of God.* So 
when the Scripture says, ‘The 
woman shall not wear that which 
pertaineth unto a man, neither 
shall a man put on a woman’s 
garment: for all that do so are 
abomination unto the Lord thy 
God” (Deut. 22:5), you may be 
sure that Jesus who is Himself 
“the Lord thy God” feels it is an 
abomination for a woman to dress 
like a man. Nothing in the Bible 
is unimportant to Jesus. And 
when the Scripture plainly says 
in I Corinthians 11:1-16, that 
long hair is a glory to a woman 
and cut hair a sign of rebellion 
against her God-given position, 
we may be sure that’ the Lord 
Jesus who inspired Paul to write 
it still feels the same way to- 
day. Only modernists anqd infi- 
dels ever try to exalt Jesus while 
they discredit the Bible. And no 
one could be a true friend of 
Christ without believing the Bible 
and honoring it. 

Of course the reason you think 
these things are unimportant is_ 
because you do not really see the 
great spiritua) lessons the Lord:
